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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The arguments concerning the references of 
Chang et al. (USPN 6,441 ,403 B1 ), Sakai et al. (USPN 4,992,837), Edmond et al. (US 2002/0093020 A1 ), Nettelbladt et al. (USPN 
5,543,638), Yanamoto (US 2003/0047744 Al) have not been found to be persuasive. The applicant argues that Edmond, Chang, and 
Sakai do not disclose the structure of claim 1 in combination with the suggested wavelength of light. The examiner respectfully disagrees 
since the combination of Chang and Sakai clearly disclose the layer structure of claim 1 . As for the exact composition and materials and 
their effects on the desired wavelength to be emitted, these relationships are well known in the art as pointed it out in Edmond; such 
adjustments to the composition to achieve a desired wavelength would be obvious to those with ordinary skill in the art. Furthermore the 
applicant's arguments concerning the phrase "a wavelength of 375 nm or shorter" are not persuasive since Chang clearly discloses a 
material system capable of emitting the suggested wavelength. Therefore all rejections made in the previous Office action stand. 
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
